percent, according to Earl F. Priest, 
•Rush county assessor, who arrived 
home lost night from the three day 
conference. 
Mr. Priest said that he told 
tile 
conference th at was his opinion of 
the situation regarding the 
fo rth ­ 
coming assessment of real estate in 
their counties should 
not 
be 
de­ 
creased in fixing values for taxation. 
The state board members, in all of 
their conversations with the 
county 
officials, emphasized the importance 
of maintaining the true cash value 
clause of the state tax law, 
which 
provides that 
real estate and 
im­ 
provements and personal 
property 
shall he assessed at what they are 
actually worth on the market. 


Th upholding his contention that 
real estate values had gone off from 
twenty-five to forty percent since the 
last assessment in 1918, Mr. Priest 
cited farm sales which 
have 
been 
made in Rush county during the last 
six months. He said 
this 
was 
the 
period which should be 
considered 
because it was during this time that 
the greatest depreciation had taken 
place. 


Tit* called attention to a farm in 
Richland township, four miles from 
Milroy, which recently sold for $175 
an acre. It is one of the best farm s 
in Rush county and is now assessed 
for taxation purposes

CO NNERSVILLE IS DETERMINED 


Belief Prevails Rushville Has Inside 
Track Because Route Was Se­ 
lected Before War 


.Greensburg is the latest city to he 
laying claim to the extension of the 
Indianapolis and-Cincinnati traction 
line to Cincinnati, and Connersville 
is determined to make another effort
